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Corrosive:  Substances  that  eat  and  wear  away  at  many  materials  (ie.  car  battery  acid, 
drain  cleaners). 


Flammable:  Liquids  that  can  ignite  when  in  contact  with  spark  or  flame  (ie.  lighter 
fluid,  turpentine,  gasoline). 


Toxic:  Materials  that  are  poisonous  or  lethal  to  humans  and  animals  even  in  small 
quantities  (ie.  rat  poison,  cleaning  fluid). 


Reactive:  Materials  that  can  explode  or  produce  deadly  vapours  (ie.  aerosol  cans). 


HINTS  FOR  HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDS 

• READ  ALL  PRODUCT  LABELS  CAREFULLY 

• NEVER  MIX  CHEMICALS 

• ALL  CHEMICAL  PRODUCTS  SHOULD  BE  STORED  IN  THEIR  ORIGINAL 
CONTAINERS 

• STORE  CHEMICAL  PRODUCTS  OUT  OF  REACH  OF  CHILDREN  AND  ANIMALS 

• KEEP  CONTAINER  SECURELY  SEALED 

• STORE  SUBSTANCES  IN  A COOL,  DRY  AND  WELL  VENTILATED  LOCATION 

• INCOMPATIBLE  SUBSTANCES  MUST  BE  STORED  SEPARATELY  (IE.  BLEACH  & 
AMMONIA) 

• REGULARLY  CHECK  STORED  PRODUCTS  TO  ENSURE  CONTAINERS  ARE  NOT 
DAMAGED  OR  LEAKING 

• FOR  DAMAGED  CONTAINERS,  POUR  PRODUCT  INTO  CLEAN,  SEALABLE 
CONTAINER  AND  AFFIX  A CLEAR,  READABLE  LABEL  TO  THE  CONTAINER, 
TAKE  DAMAGED  CONTAINER  TO  A HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE 
COLLECTION  DEPOT  OR  TOXIC  ROUND-UP. 

• TAKE  HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDS  TO  YOUR  LOCAL  TOXIC  ROUND-UP  FOR 
PROPER  DISPOSAL.

©Completely  use  product  to  ensure  container  is  empty.  Rinse 
container  with  plenty  of  cool  water.  Where  applicable,  recycle 
container  through  your  local  blue  box  program  and  reuse  rinse 
water. 


©Used  motor  oil  should  be  taken  to  a service  station  displaying 
the  recycling  symbol. 


©Allow  used  thinner  to  sit  in  a well  sealed  jar  until  particles 
settle.  Pour  off  clear  liquid  and  reuse.  Remaining  contaminants 
should  be  taken  to  a household  hazardous  waste  depot  or 
Toxic  Round-up.
